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‘Innovative Housing 
Plan Presented

A prominent Andover development firm, 
determined to break into the ‘‘affordable 
housing’ market in town, has proposed an 
innovative type of subdivision that could be

Recycling 
Proposed 


About one-third of Andover house- 
holders voluntarily save their newspa- 
pers for recycling, the town manager 
told the selectmen last week, creating 
revenue for the town. (Recycling firms 
pay Andover for the papers.) 

That participation could be doubled if 
recycling became mandatory, Town 
Manager Kenneth Mahony estimated. 
He proposed drafting a new regulation 
that would require newspaper recy- 
cling, to be reviewed by the selectmen 
during a future meeting. 

The penalty for ignoring the regula- 
tion, according to Mahony: offenders’ 
rubbish would not be picked up. 

Selectman William Dalton said he 
felt ‘‘uncomfortable’’ about mandating 
something that is ‘‘unenforceable.’’ 


But Gerald Silverman said the idea 
made sense because it meant “money 
for the community’’ — and recycling 
trucks cover every street in town, 


whether everyone on a street or just 
one family leaves their newspapers. 


The manager noted that a simplified 
pick-up schedule could also increase 
participation; the current twice- 
monthly schedule is not always predic- 
table. 


And Mahony offered his theory on 
why the time is right for a new recy- 
cling regulation. “‘Now that the bottle 
bill is out and everybody’s irritated by 
that,” he explained, ‘‘this would be a 
good time to do it if we’re going to do

Screening serves as 
the first step in an evaluation and inter- 
vention process that is intended to as- 
Sist children in achieving their 
maximum potential. 


A developmental screening instru- 
ment surveys a child’s abilities in areas 
such as language functioning, rea- 
soning, gross motor, fine motor/adap- 
tive and personal-social development. 
The intent of early childhood screening 
is to determine quickly and efficiently 
whether there is a high risk that a child 
might mot succeed in school unless he 


‘receives special educational or medical 


services. 


Screening is only the initial phase of 
an educational assessment. For chil- 
dren who are suspected of having learn- 
ing problems, it is followed by 
evaluation and subsequently by specific 
intervention or remediation.

Her Stage Career Is Based 
On A Love For Acting

She isn’t aiming for ‘‘fame and fortune,” 
Pamela Demoulas says. She just wants to 
be a working actress. 

Pam, 23, is already a veteran of summer 
stock and a company that toured the British 
Isles one winter. This month, she is building 
her repertoire with a role in the Merrimack 
Regional Theatre’s current production of 
“The Seven Year Itch.”’ 

A 1981 graduate of the theatre program at 
New England College in Henniker, N.H., 
Pam has also studied at the Neighborhood 
Playhouse School of the Theatre in New 
York City. She lives in Tewksbury, but 
between shows checks in with her brother, 
Jack Demoulas, and his family on Par- 
tridge Hill Road, Andover. 

“The Seven Year Itch’”’ is the second play 
produced by the Merrimack Regional 
Theatre this season, the company’s fourth. 
The production opened at the Lowell 
theatre on Feb. 18, and will run through 
March 6. 

A fifties comedy (which became a classic 
Marilyn Monroe movie), the play reveals 
what happens to Richard Sherman, a man 
with a guilty imagination, when his wife 
leaves him alone for a summer — and an 
attractive new neighbor moves in upstairs 

Pam plays Elaine, one of a trio of imagi- 
nary women who inhabit Richard’s fanta- 
sies. ‘‘She’s not a very complex character,” 
the actress explains. ‘‘She’s very grand. 
Richard calls her one of his wife’s high- 
class, snooty friends. She talks like, ‘Rich- 
ard, dahling.’ ”’ 

Wearing a blue-sequined evening gown, 
long pink gloves and rhinestone bracelets, 
Elaine tries to seduce Richard on his ter- 
race during the first act. In the second act, 
Elaine and her fellow fantasies tell Mrs. 
Sherman ‘‘what an awful, mean man’”’ 
Richard is. 

The show stars Mark Hulswit, who played 
Dr. Ed Bauer on the soap opera ‘‘The 
Guiding Light”’ for 12 years. Eda Roth plays 
Helen Sherman, the vacationing wife, while 
Eli Marder plays the tempting new neigh- 
bor. The cast also includes Jerry Gersham 
as one of Richard’s business clients, Will 
Lyman as the man Richard thinks is carry- 
ing on with his wife, Megan Angell and Lisa 
Erikson as the other fantasy women, and 
Mark Mullaney as the Shermans’ little son. 

‘‘T think they’re all great, a fun bunch of 
people,”’.Pam says of the cast. ‘During 
rehearsals I like to watch people, to see 
how they work and see what I can learn 
from them. I’m just glad I had this opportu- 
nity to work with the Merrimack Regional 
Theatre. I hope I’ll be working with them in 
the future.”’ 

A hectic rehearsal schedule began Feb. 9, 
but the actors and director Larry Carpenter 
stayed loose. ‘‘There’s no tension. Actors 
always ask themselves, will I be ready, will 
I be ready?’’ Pam says. “But somehow, 
come opening night, it’s all together.”’ 

She has no complaints about the theater 
life, even when the last week of rehearsals 
can mean working 15-hour days. ‘‘I just 
enjoy it so much.”’ But the best moment, 
always, is ‘‘when it’s finally opening 
night.”’ 

On opening night last weekend, she was 


more impatient to get on stage for her two 
scenes than nervous, Pam says. “You just 
want to get out there — it’s just a feeling of 
let’s go, let’s go.”’ 

The players were rewarded with a re- 
sponsive audience for the opening. ‘‘It went 
great. The audience was laughing and hav- 
ing a great time.’’ (Every audience has its 
own personality, she says: ‘‘Some will just 
sit there and listen quietly, and with others, 
you know they’re definitely out there. You 
can tell whether they’re with you or not.’’) 

‘The Seven Year Itch”’ will run six days a 
week for more than two weeks, 14 perfor- 
mances in all. Pam can feel herself getting 
more comfortable and more creative with 
her role in each performance. 

“It should always be fun,” she believes, 
‘and you should grow. You add little things, 
put a different twist to a line. You always 
try to find something new in the charac- 
ter.”’ 

Pam fell for acting as a high school stu- 
dent at the Academy of Notre Dame in 
Tyngsboro (‘‘where it all started’). She 
began playing in summer stock in 1977, and 
starred in a number of productions in col- 
lege. One of her most challenging parts was 
the leading role, that of a middle-aged re- 
formed alcoholic, in ‘‘The Gingerbread 
Lady.”’ 

As a student, she was one of 14 actors 
chosen for a repertory company that toured 
England, Scotland and Wales from January 
to May 1981 with three plays, ‘‘10 Nights in 
a Barroom,”’ ‘‘Back Country Crimes,’’ and 
“Off the Wall’? (a mime production. ) 

“It was a great experience to play in 
front of an English audience,” she recalls. 
‘‘We met all different types of people. We 
went to the Outer Hebrides, and that was 
exciting. I love touring, to keep moving. But 
it was a lot of work! There were fourteen of 
us in a van — we each had our little spot, 
with the costumes and props in the back and 
the scenery on top.”’ 


As a summer stock player, she has per- 
formed with the American Stage Festival 
(once with director Larry Carpenter, who 
wanted her for ‘“The Seven Year Itch’), the 
Guilford Playhouse, the Palace Theatre and 
the Kearsage Theatre. She has also worked 
in children’s theatre, as a costume-designer 
as well as an actress. 

Pam can’t remember ever missing a cue 
of ‘‘going up on’’ (forgetting) a line, but 
she'll never forget how she was upstaged by 
a lost dog during ‘‘The Gingerbread Lady”’ 

a three-legged dog at that. 


The dog had wandered onto the stage 
behind her back during ‘‘a really serious 
moment in the show,” she recalls. ‘‘I 
couldn’t understand why the audience was 
laughing, so I turned around, and there was 
this dog.”’ 

The stage-crasher couldn’t find his way 
out of the scenery, so he stayed onstage 
while Pam gamely finished the scene. ‘‘The 
audience was in stitches.” 

Pam considers herself an actress who can 
sing and ‘‘move well — I’m not a singer per 
se and I wouldn’t call myself a dancer’ — 
and she sees herself as a character actress. 
Since most character roles are written for 
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Pamela DeMoulas 


older women, that could present a problem 
for a 23-year-old. 

“T’m still too young to play the roles I 
should play, and I probably will be until I’m 
thirty-five,’’ she explains. ‘“There are very 
few parts right now that I could play, be- 
cause a producer and director would rather 
hire someone who’s really forty-five.”’ 


She was worried about playing a 45-year- 
old woman in “Gingerbread Lady,’’ fearing 
that the audience would see her as a 22- 
year-old masquerading as an older woman. 
But even in a small theatre, ‘‘it didn’t come 
off that way. After one show someone asked 
the director where he found the forty-five- 
year-old woman. That was a great compli- 
ment — I knew I'd pulled it off.’’ 


After the Merrimack Theatre show closes 
next month, Pam will probably stay on, 
helping out wherever she’s needed. 
‘“Theatres always need an extra hand some- 
where, working with the costumes or props. 
Preferably I would like to act,’’ she adds, 
smiling, ‘‘but I’d just like to stay involved. 
That’s important, I think.”’ 


She’ll also take acting classes, and pre- 
pare to audition for summer stock produc- 
tions at the New England Theatre 
Conference in Boston this spring (where, 


last year, she was a judge. ‘‘It was a great 
opportunity to be on the other side of the 
table.’’) 

As for the future: Pam may move to 
California and try to break into television, 
with the help of an agent who has shown 
interest in her work. But she will not move 
to New York City, the eternal mecca for 
fledgling actors. 

“T really don’t like living in New York,” 
she explains. ‘‘I want to be in a place where 
I'm happy first. I want to be comfortable, 
not miserable. There’s theatre everywhere, 
not just in New York City.’’ She adds that 
most of New York’s theatre people con- 
verge on summer theatres every year ‘‘any- 
way, so I still get to meet them and work 
with them. 

“I’d rather do television before Broad- 
way — but if someone offered me a Broad- 
way part, I wouldn’t refuse it.’’ She admits 
that she would miss the theatre’s live audi- 
ences. ‘“‘That’s exciting. Once the curtain 
goes up, you're out there on your own, and 
there are no re-takes. 

“IT would like to keep working. It’s not so 
much that I’m out for fame or fortune, to be 
a Star. I just love the theatre, I love acting, 
I love the people involved with it. I'd like to 
take it as far as I can.”’

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Gillette Earnings Increase 


Sales of The Gillette Company in 1982 were slight- 
ly lower than in the prior year. Profit from opera- 
tions held at the 1981 level and net income 
advanced, Colman M. Mockler, Jr., chairman and 
chief executive officer, said today. Fourth quarter 
earnings rose sharply on slightly lower sales, com- 
pared with the same period a year ago. 

Sales for the year were $2,238,979,000, a decrease 
of 4% from $2,334,397 ,000 in 1981. Profit from opera- 
tions was $318,759,000, up 2% from $311,962,000 a 
year earlier. Pretax income was $224,600,000, up 4% 
from $216,791,000 in 1981. Net income was $135,100,- 
000 compared with $124,291,000 the year before, an 
increase of 9%. Earnings per share of $4.45 com- 
pared with $4.11 a year earlier. 

Lower net interest costs were an important con- 
tributor to the increase in net income. Net ex- 
change losses were higher than in 1981, while the 
effective income tax rate declined from that of the 
year earlier. 

Sales and operating profits of Gillette North 
America were virtually unchanged from the pre- 


vious year. Gillette International's sales were mod- 
erately lower, but operating profits were about the 
same as in 1981. Sales of Braun A. G. were lower, 
but operating profits were sharply higher than the 
same period of last year. Sales of Diversified Com- 
panies were virtually unchanged and operating 
profits were moderately lower than in the prior 
year. 


For the fourth quarter ended December 31, 1982, 
sales declined 3% to $579,598,000 compared with 
$599,789,000 in 1981. Profit from operations was 
$80,434,000 up 5% from $76,674,000 the year before. 
Pretax income was $48,594,000, down 2% from $49.- 
657,000 for the same period last year. Net income 
was $32,509,000, an increase of 27% from $25,612,000 
a year earlier. Earnings per share were $1.07 com- 
pared with $.85 in 1981. 


Results for the fourth quarter, compared with the 
same period of the prior year, reflect lower net 
interest costs and a reduced effective income tax 
rate, while net exchange losses were higher.

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Resolve Urging Common Sense 
To Replace Bylaw On Jogging 


If town meeting considers the question of 
safety and peaceful coexistence between 
runners and drivers, it will probably be in 
the form of a resolution urging runners to 
use common sense — rather than a bylaw 
setting new rules and regulations for run- 
ners. 

Selectman William Dalton planned to pre- 
sent a proposal on running to the Board of 
Selectmen last night, after the TOWNS- 
MAN went to press, for the board’s appro- 
val. Dalton’s warrant article would be an 
alternative to an article inserted by town 
administrators that would regulate runners 
with a new bylaw and impose fines on 
violators. 

The article, as originally written, would 
require runners to run in the direction fac- 
ing traffic, use sidewalks where available, 
wear reflective clothing between the waist 
and shoulders at night, and run single file. 

Last week, Dalton, a devoted runner, told 
the board that bylaw was ‘‘not practically 
written, to comply with or to enforce,”’ and 


would be ‘‘unenforceable.’’ He said this 
week that adding unenforceable laws to the 
town books would ‘‘demean’’ Andover’s oth- 
er bylaws. 

The board agreed to consider an alterna- 
tive article, to be drafted by Dalton. His 
proposal consists of three “rules of com- 
mon sense’: 

¢ runners, walkers and bicyclists should 
wear reflective clothing after dark, so that 
drivers can see them from the front and 
back 

* runners and walkers should stay to the 
side of the road, facing traffic when possi- 
ble, and not ‘‘unnecessarily obstruct”’ traf- 
fic flow = 

¢ drivers who encounter runners, walk- 
ers and bicyclists should take ‘‘reasonable 
steps’ to ensure their safety, as well as 
their own safety, by slowing down ‘‘as con- 
ditions necessitate.”’

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School Budget-Cutting Options 
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To Some ‘Creative’ Changes

When the school committee meets next 
week, it will discuss budget-cutting options 
that could include changing diploma re- 
quirements, cutting the traditional pro- 
gram, offering fewer electives or course 
levels at the high school, and cutting back 
on pupil personnel services and interscho- 
lastic athletics. 

Those were some of the options presented 
Tuesday night in a report by Schools Super- 
intendent Dr. Kenneth Seifert in response 
to the committee’s call for ‘‘creative”’ 
ideas in attacking the budget and maintain- 
ing the most possible educational quality 
for $13.4 million. 

Schoolmen voted Tuesday a preliminary 


bottom-line figure for fiscal 1984 expenses 
that totalled $2,857,546 for 23 separate ac- 
counts. (See related story). 

They also preliminarily approved a $10,- 
555,642 figure for salaries, which means 
anywhere between the rough figures of 
$300,000 and $600,000 may have to be cut, 
depending upon soon-to-be-negotiated cost 
of living increases and the usual step and 
track increases. 

Just where those cuts will be made and 
which programs will be affected has yet to 
be decided. 

But using the word ‘creative’ to de- 
scribe ways in which to make the budget 
cuts, according to Steve Jankauskus, presi- 


Rollins Sets April 14 
As Date For Turn On 


Rollins Cablevision has set an April 14 
deadline for turning on cable television 
throughout Andover, a company spokesman 
said this week, with all but 30 miles of the 


~ town already wired for service. 


Larry Fitzsimmons, general manager for 
the Atlanta-based cable company, told the 
TOWNSMAN Tuesday that 140 miles of 
overhead cable has been installed, while 30 
from a total 40 miles of underground cable 
remains to be installed. Fitzsimmons said 
recent snow storms delayed the under- 
ground work, to be done in the Shawsheen 
Village area. 

The company is currently testing its 
equipment on telephone poles, getting re- 
ady to turn on the system within two 


months, he added. Service will be turned on 
throughout town all at once, the manager 
explained, rather than one area at a time. 
Although Rollins officials told the Board 
of Selectmen last September that the sys- 
tem could be turned on in January 1983, 
Fitzsimmons said the project is still four 
months ahead of schedule. Installation be- 
gan in late July of last year, after the 
company was granted its final license in 
June; Rollins said installation would be 
completed within ten months. 
Fitzsimmons said the company’ is ‘‘still 
negotiating” for a tower site. Merrimack 
College in North Andover and the West 
Andover landfill have been discussed as 
possible sites for the cable tower. 


dent of the Andover Education Association, 
won't maintain the same quality of educa- 
tion that has been offered in the past as long 
as dollars are being diminished. 

He told the school committee he found 
nothing creative about any of the suggested 
budget-cutting proposals, and said the com- 
mittee may have sent the superintendent on 


-a ‘‘fool’s errand’ when directing him to 


keep quality but make cuts. 

Jankauskus said Seifert is a ‘‘subdued’’ 
superintendent who must report on a budget 
he can’t really support. 

To maintain quality, Jankauskus sug- 
gested the committee would have to keep 
everything the school system currently has 
until the money runs out — then close the 
schools. But at least this way, he said, the 
committee would be taking a stand for what 
quality education should be. 

Seifert’s proposals to cut a total of $484,- 
548 in salaries asked the school committee 
to reconsider closing the traditional school. 
He said the traditional and contemporary 
alternatives are gradually moving closer 
and closer together anyway. Schoolman 
Michael Giammusso noted this option de- 
serves a ‘‘good debate.”’ 

Seifert’s plan also calls for saving $177,- 
560 on the secondary level by cutting some 
high school electives and course levels, 
while setting pupil-teacher ratios at 23 or 25 
to one. School Committee Chairman Rich- 
ard Neal agreed that the committee should 
look at leveling and maybe cut back on the 
amount of electives offered. 


In responding to another of Seifert’s op- 
tions, Neal noted that it would be ‘‘appro- 
priate’ for Athletics Director Richard 
Swift to examine the interscholastic pro- 
gram and develop plans outlining different 


levels of services. Seifert’s option included 
establishing a broader intramural program. 


Rabbi Roth To Be Honored 


Rabbi Harry A. Roth of Temple Emanuel 
in Andover will be awarded the Doctor of 
Divinity degree from Hebrew Union Col- 
lege-Jewish Institute of Religion. Rabbi 
Roth is marking the 25th anniversary of his 
ordination at the college. 

The honorary doctorate will be conferred 
by Dr. Alfred Gottschalk, president of He- 
brew Union College, at Founders Day exer- 
cises at the Brookdale Center of the New 
York School, Wednesday, March 9. 


Rabbi Roth has spent 20 years as spiritual 
leader of Temple Emanuel. He has served 
congregations in Middletown, Ohio, and 
Uniondale, N.Y. During World War II he 
spent three years as an enlisted soldier in 
the U.S. Army, serving in Europe and Asia. 


Rabbi Roth is past president of the Mas- 
sachusetts Board of Rabbis and is partic- 
ularly active in interfaith activities. In 1974 
he led an Interfaith Clergy Pilgrimage to 
Israel, consisting of 12 Catholic priests and 
Protestant ministers. He returned to Israel 
in the summer of 1981 and resided at Kib-

butz Ein Gedi as a representative of the 
Reform movement. 


The author of several articles published 
in the ‘‘Jewish Forum, ‘‘Jewish Heritage’”’ 
and ‘‘Kentucky Foreign Language Quar- 
terly,’"’ Rabbi Roth was born in Romania 
and received a B.A. in sociology from the 
New School for Social Research in 1953. He 
was ordained at Hebrew Union College in 
1958 and received a master’s of Hebrew 
letters in 1969. 


Rabbi Roth is married to the former 
Lillian Dundon and has two children and 
two grandchildren. 


Hebrew Union College-Jewish Institute of 
Religion is the nation’s oldest institution for 
higher Jewish studies. With schools in Cin- 
cinnati, New York, Los Angeles and Jerusa- 
lem, it trains rabbis, cantors, religious 
school educators and communal workers 
and offers doctoral and postdoctoral pro- 
grams for scholars. 


Giammusso said he desired no drastic 
changes in the academic program as far as 
diploma requirements are concerned.

These cuts would mean the follow- 
ing will not be provided: evaluations for 
many pupils whose parents agree to extend 
the 30-day limit; counseling for 140 pupils 
who would be referred to outside mental 
health agencies; full-time aides in each 
class to help in the mainstreaming of stu- 
dents and the provision of instructional 
groupings. 


ELEMENTARY SCHOOL: Cut four 
classroom teachers ($77,200), increase aide 
ratio to one aide to 125 students ($75,000), 
have user fees pay for instrumental music 
($15,000), and cut .2 art/music/media staff 
while having one specialist per 510 pupils 
($10,000), for a total cut of $177,200

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A Question Of Democracy 


For the second year in a row, a resident will not 
be allowed to present his petition and comments to 
the annual town meeting, due to town counsel 

uling the matter invalid. 

John Doyle, who has carried on a battle concern- 
ing the acceptance of Whispering Pines Way for a 
number of years, was ruled off the floor last year 
by counsel and his article presented for insertion 
in the warrant this year has again been found to be 
illegal, according to counsel. 


Doyle has been a constant opponent to accep- 
tance of the street. About two years ago an old law 
was resurrected which permitted the County Com- 
missioners to order acceptance of a street under 
certain conditions. Residents of the street ap- 
pealed to the commissioners, who checked with 
(he Andover selectmen, then ordered the street 
accepted, overruling a town meeting vote of re- 
jection. 

Last year, Doyle, still opposed to acceptance and 
even more upset at the action of the county board 
superceding local authorities, wanted to initiate 
legal action to overturn the decision. 


On a ruling of town counsel, the moderator 
prohibited Doyle from making any presentation 
and debated with the Whispering Pines resident at 
length. 

The reinsertion of the item in this year’s war- 
rant, and the counsel ruling similar to that of a 
year ago, indicates there will be additional contro- 
versy again on town meeting floor in April. 


At issue, however, is not so much the merits of 
accepting a street, but rather, do Andover resi- 
dents still have the right to petition the town and to 
present their proposals to town meeting. 

Andover’s open town meeting has regulations as 
to how articles can come before the meeting, 
which simply command the obtaining of a specific 
number of signatures of registered voters. 

Counsel says, with respect to the particular 
article, that a citizen cannot order the selectmen 
to enter into litigation, which the Doyle article

does by virtue of the verbiage contained therein. 

But, certainly, there is the opportunity to allow 
an amendment on the floor of the meeting. An 
amendment to request the consideration of liti- 
gation, rather than ordering it, as the article now 
reads, would appear to be within the rights of the 
petitioner. The placement of the article in the 
warrant and conforming to the legal advertising 
and notice indeed constitutes sufficient warning to 
the citizens at large and to those particularly 
concerned that some action is possible on the 
issue. That would appear to satisfy the laws gov- 
erning Andover’s open town meeting. 

But, instead of allowing such action, counsel’s 
ruling now offers only one recourse should the 
resident be interested in seeking relief, namely, 
the costly route of proceeding through the courts. 

The concern here is not the merits of whether 
Doyle’s contentions with regards to Whispering 
Pines Way are meritorious or not. That issue is 
basically a neighborhood dispute involving virtual- 
ly immovable forces. 

What is at issue is the ability of Andover resi- 
dents to continue to be able to exercise their right 
of free petition in a community which continues to 
pride itself on being governed by the ‘purest form 
of democracy’ --- town meeting. 

From all appearances it would appear those 
rights are abridged, although most assuredly the 
legal fraternity can come up with the undotted I’s 
and uncrossed T’s to prove differently. 

Whispering Pines has been a test of endurance. 
It has now also become a trial of democracy and 
home rule. 

The county commissioners overruled an And- 
over town meeting vote in ordering acceptance of 
the street. 

Now, a peitioner is prohibited from returning to 
that same town meeting forum and his fellow 
legislators asking consideration of a rejection of 
that action. 

Somehow the ring of democracy is obtaining a 
dulled tone.

The letter accuses Horton 
of using his $29,000-a-year 
administrative assistant, 
Pat Kruger, as a secretary 
in his private business ven- 
tures while the taxpayers 
were paying her salary. Hor- 
ton is a multimillionaire and 
a partner in four corpora- 
tions. 

We don’t know whether 
Sanderson and Horton are 
guilty of criminal miscon- 
uct. But they clearly aren’t 
helped by the agency’s prac- 
tice of withholding and 
shredding documents. 

RENT-A-CROOKS?: The 
fear of crime has spawned a 
major industry: Property 
owners across the country 
have turned to private 
security forces for protec- 
tion. Even the government is 
now using private guards -- 
or rent-a-cops, as they’re 
called in security circles. 


We have some depressing 
news for those who rely on 
rent-a-cops. These private 
security forces have been 
infiltrated by criminals. 

Our reporters have found 
private security guards with 
criminal records. Some of 
them are ing govern- 
ment buildings, including 
the Justice Department 
itself. 

That’s not the worst of it. 
Two of the unions which rep- 
resent 10,000 rent-a-cops are 
controlled by organized 
crime, according to the Jus- 
tice Department’s crime 
specialists. 

These unions are the 
Allied International Union 
of Security Guards and the 
Federation of Special 


Police. They represent 
security guards in New 
York, New Jersey, Connecti- 


cut, Puerto Rico and Wash- 
ington, D.C.

ment report: “Allied Union 
and the Federation have 
been wholly owned subsidi- 
aries of organized crime 
since their formation.” 

They’re sister unions, 
headed by one man. Hi 
name is Daniel Cunningham, 
and he was recently convict- 
ed and sentenced for rack- 
eteering and embezzlement. 

The Justice Department 
report alleges that Cunning- 
ham has m under the 
“tutelage” of the Joseph 
Colombo crime family. The 
document also charges that 
Cunningham has used his 
crime connections with the

Colombo, Bonanno and 
Gambino mobs “to consoli- 
date his control over labor- 
organizing efforts in the 
security guard, casino and 
nuclear power industries.” 

Thus it appears that the 
mob is unionizing security 
guards at nuclear plants and 
gambling casinos. The 
unions, in turn, pay a month- 
ly tribute to the mob. 

PLAYING WITH 
NUMBERS: at. seizure 
statistics are used by federal 
drug enforcement agencies 
to measure their success. 
But many of the — are 
overstated by the feds, who 
often count the same 
seizures several times. 

According to an unpub- 
lished General Accounting 
Office report, for example, 
five drug busts in New 
Orleans were listed sepa- 
rately by the Coast Guard, 
the Drug Enforcement 
Administration and the U.S. 
Customs Service. 

In one case, all three 
agencies took credit for the 
confiscation of 200 tons of 
marijuana. This resulted in 
a massive overstatement, 
with the government claim- 
ing to have confiscated 400 
tons of marijuana that didn’t 
exist. 

The GAO estimates that 
federal drug agencies cap- 
tured six million pounds of 
marijuana in 1981, instead 
of the nine million pounds 
they claimed to have confis- 
cated.

P. White at that time. Town meeting reject- 
ed the proposal. 

McLeod told the planners this week that 
the zero lot line plan is Wynwood’s last 
attempt to build ‘‘affordable housing’’ in 
Andover. 

‘‘Just one more try,”’ he explained. ‘‘We 
don’t quit.” 

Among the advantages of the devel- 
opment for the town, according to McLeod: 
70 percent of the site would be left as 
permanent open space, compared to 30 per- 
cent if it were developed as a cluster; and 
the roadway would be 600 feet shorter, 
leaving less roadway for the town to main- 
tain (assuming it would eventually be ac- 
cepted as a public street). 

He added that sewer lines would also be 
brought closer to Charlotte Drive to serve 
the development, so that that street could 
be sewered at less expense; ‘‘affordable”’ 
housing would be offered at the site; and 
there would be no more living units on the 
street than there would be with conventio- 
nal siting. 

However, before the development could 
be built, the zoning board would have to

When the time comes 
to record a deed, make 
sure it is recorded as 
soon as possible.

grant variances for frontage requirements, 
lot area, and side, front and rear yard 
requirements. The engineer said he be- 
lieved the request for variances ‘‘wou'd not 
pass without a favorable recommendation 
from the Planning Board. 

“Just because it hasn’t been done be- 
fore,” he added, ‘is no reason that it 
shouldn’t be done.”’ 

The planners said they could support the 
concept, and Community Development and 
Planning Director Jonathan Gilmore said it 
“certainly warrants further exploration.”’ 

Andrew Girdwood said he was concerned 
about how the house closest to Charlotte 
Drive would effect an existing home on the 
neighboring street, but the engineer said 
that house could probably be moved back. 

He added that the idea ‘‘makes sense”’ 
because it would ‘‘minimize’’ disturbance 
to the land, without increasing the popula- 
tion density a regular development would 
include. 

Paul Curley said he would like to restrict 
the homes to two bedrooms to limit density 
in the neighborhood, and Margaret 
Bradshaw said she would like to see some 
new ideas for creative use of the open 
space. 

A zoning board public hearing on the plan 
could possibly be held in April, McLeod 
said. If the variances are granted, the plan- 
ners would hold future public hearings on 
the subdivision plans.

tion of town meeting urging runners and 
drivers alike to heed those rules. It would 
also conclude that ‘‘anyone not complying 
with these rules should consider himself to 
be reckless, fatuous, and uncaring of oth- 
ers.”’ 

Last week, the selectman told the board 
he had several problems with the bylaw: 
running facing traffic is sometimes impos- 
sible, he said (for example, along one-way 
streets); running single-file is only nec- 
essary when there are cars approaching, 
and runners can move to the side of the 
road when they have to; sidewalks are not 
always available, and they can be difficult 
for long-distance runners because they 
must run up and down curbing at the end of 
each block. 

Dalton agreed that it is ‘“‘very smart”’ to 
wear reflective clothing, but pointed out 
that it might be more effective on shoes and 
gloves than between the shoulder and waist, 
because the constant motion of feet and 
hands may catch a driver’s eye more quick- 
ly. 

He added that a bylaw should apply to 
anyone who uses the roads, including walk- 
ers and bicyclists. 

Last week, it was the consensus of the 
board that a bylaw might well be both 
unenforceable and unnecessary. 

And Dalton concluded that in the interest 
of “‘public health,” Andover should ‘‘do 
more to induce people to run, rather than 
prevent them.”
